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With President Bill Clinton’s promise to lif the ban of 
homosexuals, the issue of gays in the military continues to be 
hotly debated, 

Five AirForce ROTC students discussed thelr personal views 
toward disclosing homosexuality in the service Wednesday. 

Cadet Comp Commander Greg Mulder, aUNO senior, said he 
belicves that the problem with allowing homosexuals in the 
sctvico is a maticr of principle, 

“Tho problemlsecis with the housing situation, "Mulder said. 
“Can you housea homosexual man witha straightman? Sincebs 
would be attracted to that man, that would be a problen 

Muldersaiditmakes no difference if the homosexual was not 
attracted to the heterosexual, 

“Would they give me a female roommate even if I'm not 
attracted to her?” Mulder said, “They can’t give me a female 
roommate because that would make the other uncasy.” 

“Tt comes down to coping,” Mark Cox, Special Projects 
Officer anda UNO senior, said, “People have stereotypes about 
homosexuals, If you feel uncomfortable about walking around 
naked @with a homosexual roommate), put arobe on,” 

Operations Squadron Commander RobLester,aUNO senior, 
agreed that rooming with a homosexual involvesadapting tothe 
situation, 

“Andil’snotlike you're stuck with them,” Lester said, “You 
can go to Housing and say that you're uncomfortable with that 
roommate.” 


Besides sharing living quarters with homosexuals, another 
subject of debate is the social environment, 


“People aro afraid,” Cox said, “In social events, how would. 


you feel secing two guys or two girls walk in hand-in-hand?” 

“Tf [ saw two men dancing, I would be uncomfortable,” 
Mulder said, “because it’s different.” 

Nancy Harmon, asophomore at Creighton, said military men 
and women have an image to upbold, even when off duty. 

“You're an officer 24 hours a day,” Harmon said. “You're a 
reflection of everyone. We have to uphold laws no matter how 
silly we think they are.” 

“The military ismore involved in your personal life than, say, 
the IBM company,” Mulder said. “That’s they way they’ve 
always been and willbe.” | 

JackMalizzi,directorofChatlicPlightandajuniorat Creighton, 
Gisagreed with that policy. 

“This country was formed to allow people to practice what 
they wantto practice,” Malizzisaid, “Ifyoucan’t, that’s discrimi- 
nation, a 

“Yes, it’s wrong to discriminate on sexual orientation, "Lester 
agreed, “That alone should lift the ban of homosexuals, But 
people will retaliate and it’s going to bea rocky road, Look back 
to when the minorities and women were admiticd <= that wasa 
big change also.” 

“Butwhen youdeal with skin colovs, it’s harder to hide them,” 
Malizzi said,

“All this is not because the military is prejudiced,” Mulder 
said. “Teamworkis especially important, Saya homosexual gocs 
into bate, and the other group of people are prejudiced against 
him, If he’s wounded, I don’t think they will belp him,”

Benning, assistant superintendent in charge of 
human and community relations for OPS, exe 


plained the purpose of the Familynessseticsas 


‘“oassistin the building of better familiesin our 
community. We started under the premise that 
people need to Ieam bow to become betier 
parents, to develop some skills.” 


Coles spoke about both changes and simi- ; 


faritics in the lives of children in America over 
recent years, 


“Bach moment in history differs from the -, i 


moment before,” he said, citing the civil rights 
movementandthe presence ofnuclearbombsas 
issues of the past 30 years, 

“Having sald that, 1 would also emphasize 
that there are certain common maticrs that all 
children everywhere struggle with,” be said, 
“They uecd affection, they necd food, they need 
clothing, they need housing, they need an cdu- 
cation, and those things never change. A child 
needs tobe offered knowledge, moral wisdom, 
oppartunity, thesurcknowledge withinafamily 
that there is concer and attention and dedica- 
tion. That will never change.” 

Coles also spoke about his belief that chit- 
drendevelopamoraloullookecarly intheislives, 

“Certainly children at two, three or four 
(years of age) become progressively able to 
appreciate distress in others and in themselves, 
Children are capable of a kind of moral refice- 


tion that I’m often times not sure they're given | 


eredit for by some of us.” 

OPS Superintendent Norbert J. Schuerman 
spoke briefly before Benning introduceda vid- 
ectape from Sen. Bob Kerrey, a friend of Coles, 
In tho tape, Kerrey said, “Bob Coles has a 
capacity to get children to talk to him, he’s got 
acapacity as well to listen to what children are 
saying and what they’re feeling, what they’re 
thinking, and to help us as parents to be able to 
provide children with the rightkind of guidance 
and the right kind of support at those critical 
moments as our children are growing up.” 

Coles opened his remarks by describing an 
eatly period of his career when he worked as a 
podiatrician at the Boston Children’s Hospital 
in the 19503, as America faced its last polio 
epidemic, 

Seeing the children soill, hesaid, “Ibeganto 
notice bow reflective these children became, I 
was stunned by what I began to bear from 
them.” 

They asked the mostchallengingand painful 
questions, Coles said, 

“These were personal inquiries, but they 
were also moral inquiries.” 

Coles spoke also about the 1960 experience 
of meeting 6-year-old Ruby Bridges, who was

“She lasted through months of heckling and 
threats and screams and shouts and taunts, She 
was told again and again that she’d be killed.” 

Despite this, Colessaid, Ruby forgave those

Citing William Faulkner in oneofthemany 
literary references be madein hisspeech, Coles 
then introduced a position that provided the 
foundation of his succeeding remarks,

Coles spoke about an idea of “moral lit- 
racy,” calling it “a sense of how we ought to 
behave with one another, goodness of heart,” 

He underscored thie importance of learning

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ence, thetorically, “We can’t agrees on the | 


imporiance for everyone, of whatever back. | 
ground, thatallofusoughtbchaveinathoughit- | 
ful and sensitive way toward one another? | 
Civility? Compassion? Akindofempathy that | 
enables one to putone’s selfin other people's | 


shoes? That can be taught, and encouraged, |

As be drew his remarks to a close, Coles 
addressed the parents, saying “We can teach 
them by learning ourselves bow tobokindand 
thoughtful whenever we possibly can consid | 
erate and sensitive, 


“Children are constantly in the school of 


the home, in which they learn the real truth | 
and we are the teachers. The way we talk |

Joe Dante's new film “Matinee” isnotthe 
sort of high-brow cincma that leaps forward 
in yourmind when Academy Awardnomina- 
tion season approaches, However, as a film 
that demonstrates a pure, genuine love of 
movies, few films do a better job. 

It is 1962 in Key West, Florida. At the 
Loomis’ navy base home, Dennis (Jesse Leo) 
is watching television when a bulletin ap- 
pears warning citizenry of an impending cri- 
sis in Cuba, which we know tobe the Cuban 
Missile Crisis, Making matters worse, Dene 
nis and Gene's (Simon Fenton) father serves 
ona ship that will form part of the blockade, 

It is into this troubled, frightening time 
that horror film director Lawrence Woolsey 
(ohn Goodman) and his leading lady (on 
andoffscreen) Ruth Corday (Cathy Moriarty) 


: bring their latest creature feature, “Mant,” a 


half-man, half-antcharacter, Initially feeling 
an outcast among his high schoo! comrades, 
Gene is befriended by classmate Stan (Omri 
Katz), whois madly pursuing Sherry (Kellie 
Martin), except that things get further com- 
plicated when her no-good former beau, 
Harvey Starkweather James Millemaire) re- 
turns from prison. 

The events of “Matinee” all culminate 
theaftemoonofthe bigshow, where Lawrence 
Woolsey asks Starkweather tocoordinate his 
many special effects, like “atome-vision.” 
Relationships are made, broken, remade and 
cemented all in the course of one afternoon's 
feature film. 

“Matinee” succeeds wonderfully because 
it wears its love for movies on its sleeve. We 
ses this in the complex mesh of subplots it 
throws up at the start, and in the meticulous 
fashion in which it proceeds to untangle each 


or with history 


of these predicaments. We sce it also in the 
magnificent clips from Woolsey’s film 
“Mant” that “Matinee” incorporates, wilh its 
stark black-and-white cincmatography and 
its classic 1950s and early 1960s cincmatic 
feel, 

This delightful Gilm-within-a-film even 
features an appearance by Kevin McCarthy, 
who starred in 1956 classic “Invasion of the 
Body Snatchers.” 

“Matince” also tips its hat to the witch- 
hunt mentality of the 1950s with a scene of 
local citizenry protesting the evils of 
Woolsey’s masterpicce, suggesting even a 
Communist influence. We come to learn a 
few interesting facts about these protestors 
(one of whom is played by acclaimed film 
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director John Sayles) inthe courseofthe film, 
as “Matinee” offers an amusing twiston what 
was in reality a wuly disturbing chapter in 
American film history. 

Beyond the cleverness of Charlie Haas’ 
intsicate seript, “Matinee” tiumphs alsoas a 
resultof the inimitable presences ef the enor- 
mously talented performers, Goodman and 
Moriarty. Both are flawlessly castin this film 
that almost secms to have Been written with 
them in mind, so precisely matching their 
styles, Goodman works perfectly as a cre- 
ative genius hindered by an unorthodox style 
and a Inck of funding. He remains entirely 
credible as this imaginative cinematic inven- 
tor, sttiving for something else to cateh the 
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Blood and guts

Soopens Luis Liosa’s new action-adventure film, “Sniper,” 
ablood bath ofa moviethatscems toattemptihe in-depth tactical 
analysis of assassinations, without tarrying to grapple with any 
cthical deliberations about the moral implications of the film’s 
content, Asaresult, onecan leave this film with arather unsetticd 


Yes, “Sniper” certainly offersa thrilling, well-shot, skillfully 
edited piece of cinema, which incorporates such gimmicks as 
shots from the point of view of a bullet rushing through the ais, 
but the film makes no effort whatsoever to spare the fainteat- 
beart with its scene after scene of blood-spurting images. One 
can commend “Sniper” for such scenesas the one that opens the 
film, which demonstrates the kind of edge-of-the-scat tension 
the film will successfully build time and time again, with its 
effective use of such techniques as close-ups versus widereangle 
images and lighting. 

“Sniper” concentrates also on the characterization of its two 
protagonists: carcer soldier Beckett, renown for his “74. nown 
kills,” whoselifehas becomecovert missions and high-powered 
fifles, strategies and escapes, Enter Miller, a talented marksman, 
butacivilian atheart,eagertocompletehis mission and attain the 
rewards promised him by his superiors at the National Security 
Council. He has becn instructed to eliminate Beckett if neces- 
sary, and we never doubt, as events unfold initially, that he will 
carry Out that directive if he deems it appropriate, He finds 
Beckett’s instinctive ptimitive, and Beckett, in turn, 
realizes that withoutaknowledgeof thejungle, Miller represents 
aliabilityto both him and his mission, to which beis now wholly 
committed, 

Tn the course of the film, writien by Michael Frost Beckner 
and Crash Leyland, each man learns quite a bit about the other, 
aseach comestorespectthe otherandsechimin quitea different 
light than that at their first mecting, 

‘The “blood and guts” (inthis case, quite literally) that constitute 
amajor clement of “Sniper” make it a difficult film to sit through. 
Andit's hand to empathize catirely with Beckeit, given his line of 
work, But if one chooses to eave one’s soul at the doce, and keep 
something handy to coveronc’s face at various moments of the film,

The phrase ‘Home Sweet Home’ has appar- 
ently gone sour this year for the UNO men’s 
basketball team. 

The Mavs lost their sixth straight home 
game and the eighth of the season Tuesday by 
failing to the South Daketa State University 
Jackrabbits 69-67. 

The loss gives the Mavsa0-10 record in the 
North Central Conference (NCC) and 3-215 


The game followed the format of many 
previous contests withthoMavsstarling strong, 
but faltering in the second half, especially the 
first five minutes,
